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Continuation of 1 1 : Applicant argues that Harms et al. fails to teach that determining, at the one or more computers, that a person is 
known to the user based, at least in part, on one or more actions performed by the user on one or more messages received by the user 
from the person, the actions including one or more of (1) saving a message the one or more messaqes from the person; (2) printing a- 
message the one or more messages from the person; (3) moving a-message the one or more messaqes from the person from a 
first=felder an inbox to a second folder; and (4) leaving a message the one or more messa,qes from the person open for a predetermined 
period of time. 

The examiner disagrees: Harms et al. teaches a system and method of populating a contatc list on a portable device. Harms teaches 
that once a message is received the user opens the message and based on opening the message the sender's contact is added to the 
receiver's contact list. Fig.s 2 and 4 explains the procedure. In Fig. 2 Ref # 240, once a message is received and opened for some time 
then it is determined that the sender is known to the user and added to the user's contatc list and the user has the option to add or not to 
add as shown in Fig. 4 and explained in Paragraphs 27 and 45. 
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
